: WILMINGTON - A new plan 
for the 26-lot subdivision at 
Brookfield Estates was submit- 
ted by property owner James 
‘Mangano to the Conservation 
‘Commission at its meeting on 
Wednesday, February 6.

(DEP), but the verdict of the 
DEP is pending the filing of the 
new plan to the commission.

Local priest 
suspended 
for alleged 
misconduct 


WILMINGTON - A local 
priest has been suspended from 
active service by the Boston 
Archdiocese as a result of an 
allegation of sexual misconduct 
with a minor. ‘ 

Reverend Richard A. Buntel, 
56, who was employed in a non- 
ministerial position as a busi- 
ness manager at St. Thomas 
Church of Villanova on 
Middlesex Avenue in 
Wilmington, was one of six 
priests whom Cardinal Bernard 
F. Law suspended on Thursday, 
February 7. The suspension of 
Buntel and the five other 
priests, who had been serving 
in Wellesley, Brockton, Boston 
and Norwell, followed that of 
two other reverends on 
Saturday, February 2. 

Cardinal Law has submitted to 

the names of at 
least 60 priests throughout the 
region who have been accused 
of sexual misconduct with 
minors. Buntel was among 
those whose names were pro- 
vided to the Office of the 
District Attorney. 

Currently, several lawsuits 
have been filed against the 
archdiocese by victims who 
allege that the church knew 
about the sexual abuse over the 
years but failed to stop it. One 
lawsuit, filed recently at 
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“Apparently,” says Chief of 
Police Bernard Nally, “he had 
known that the house would be 
vacant.” 

When police arrived at the 
scene, it was apparent to them 
that Lessard had died from a 
heroin overdose, for a hypoder- 
mic needle was lodged into his 
abdomen and his body was sur- 
rounded by plastic bags filled 


with a white substance that 
would soon prove positive for 
opiates. It appeared to author- 
ities that Lessard had been 
dead for as many as 48 hours. 
Soon after the discovery of 
the body, a joint investigation 
was conducted by the 
Wilmington Police 
Department, Special Agents 
from the Drug Enforcement 


Agency and the Southern 
Regional Drug Task Force.

POWER OF ATTORNEY 


‘There comes a time when an indi- 
vidual need help: a lawyer to repre- 
sent him in negotiations, a tax advi- 
sor to face the Internal Revenue 
Service, even a friend to manage 
key affairs when one is out of the 
country. Signing a power of attor- 
ney—whether limited or wide- 
ranging—gives these representa- 
tives the authority they need.

Rather, I 
consider myself a life-long resi- 
dent (who will be 40 this year) of 
Wilmington who, as a member of 
this community, is privileged to 
have the right to speak out for 
what I believe is right for this town 
and for that which is not. I also do 
not consider myself a “Johnny 
‘come lately” in my involvement in 
the Master Plan proposal. 

I was a member of the Master 
Plan Advisory Committeethat pro- 
vided the framework for your cur- 
rent committee. Like you, this com- 
mittee spent many long nights in 
the creation of a draft master plan 
and, through a vote of Town Meet- 
ing, secured the funding ($35,000) 
to draft a detailed Master Plan. 

As you are aware, I was one of 
seven candidates in last year’s 
Selectman race. One of the main 
issues raised in the election and at 
debates was that of the Master 
Plan and the candidate’s opinion 
of it. Two of the candidates (and 
Master Plan Committee members; 
Mr. Jim Rooney and Mr. Scott 
Garrant) brought their copies of 
the Draft Master Plan to the de- 
bates. Mr. Rooney even mentioned 
at a debate that if the other candi- 
dates were interested in the Mas- 
ter Plan, all they had to do was to 
goto Town Hall and they could get 


a copy. I called Town Hall and was 
told by Ms. Lynn Duncan that at 
that time the Draft Master Plan 
was not releasable to the public. 

I have also attended several 
Master Plan meetings (the last 
one this past January 2002). Ihave 
been present or have viewed on 
cable television open forums and 
selectman meetings dealing with 
Master Plan discussions. Most re- 
cently, I have taken the time to 
read the Master Planinits entirety 
as it has recently been put on the 
Town's web page 
(www.town.wilmington.ma.us/).1 
have also been a member of the 
Wilmington Historieal Commission 
for the past 12 years. 

I would also like to comment on 
Mr. McCoy's proposal for a build- 
ing moratorium. For starters, 1 
feel that the Master Plan proposal 
and a non-binding ballot question 
have little to do with each other. A 
non-binding question is just that, 
non-binding. We heard at the 
selectmen’s meeting that our Open 
Cash Reserve account went up from 
$5.5 million last year to $8.5 million 
this year. Mr. Garrant mentioned 
that $1.2 million was from new

butif my mathis correct this means 
that we met our obligations and 
had an additional $1.8 (the differ- 
ence between the $3.0 increase less 
new growth) from existing taxa- 
tion and revenues? Also, if we is-

Local revenue: There are two sides to the story 


Dear Editor: 

With this talk of a building mora- 
torium, I just wanted to weigh inon 
the fiscal impacts. 

As a certified public accoun- 
tant, I have 30 years of experience 
with a variety of businesses. There 
are many differences between 
small, medium and large busi- 
nesses, and public and private cor- 
porations, but they all have one 
common denominator: They can’t 
spend money they don’t have. 

During the past few years, the 
Town of Wilmington has received 
approximately $1 million per year 
in “new growth” tax revenues. In 
large part, new business and com- 
mercial property owners are re- 
sponsible for this source of rev- 
enue. With a five-year building 

growth would 


raise taxes. 


your pick. We could cut education 
ing, reducing the number of 
teachers and raising class sizes. 
Wecould eliminate bussing for stu- 
dents, like the Town of Reading 
hasdonefor years now. (Of course, 
the Town of Reading has not sus- 
tained any new growth). Alterna- 
tively, we could cut the number of 
custodians, DPW workers, firemen, 
police officers, or librarians. Still 
yet, we could simply scale back on 
the maintenance of our soccer, 
football and baseball fields. Real- 
istically, we'd have to do a combi- 
nation of these things, especially 
at a time when the State Budget is 
drastically reducing local aid. 

As for raising taxes, I actually 
wouldn’t mind paying a little bit 
more as a business owner.

where some students do their 
school homework,” noted 


Stewart, who added that the 
stairwell is not heated. 

Stewart went on to say that 
any new materials that arrive 
at the library forces the aban- 
donment of other existing 
resources because space is 
sorely needed. 

“As something comes in, 
something else has to go out,” 
said Stewart. 

The meeting room, which is 
too small and overused, and the 
young adult section, which has 
shriveled to th point of nonexis- 
tence, are two other areas with- 


in the library that have out- 
grown their spaces. 

All of these overcrowding 
issues and lack of space, 
according to Stewart, hampers 
the library's ability to provide 
the level of service that 
Wilmington deserves. In fact, 
Stewart summarized the need 
for more space by citing the 
ever-growing demographics of 
Wilmington. The population 
has grown by 23%, circulation 
has gone up 45%, and since the 
library was built, the summer 
reading program has grown 
ten times the enrollment of its 
first year. 

Add up all of those conditions 


and then imagine this: 

The proposed site of the new 
library is where the Whitfield 
School presently sits. 
According to Fair, who 
researched three other sites 
before settling on that of the 
old school, the proposed loca-

Due to the con- 
tinuing threat of terrorism 
against the United States, 
Super Bowl XXXVI was one of 
the most heavily-guarded 
sports events in history. 

“Security was tight,” says 
DuLong. “The Secret Service 
was present, as were countless 
other law enforcement officials, 
security personnel and military 
officers. Every single person 
entering the Dome was thor- 
oughly searched, and the out- 
side of the facility was 
patrolled before, during and 

after the game.” 
As for that field kick that 
Adam Vinatieri sent soaring 


over the goal post from the 48- 
yard line, perhaps we fibbed a 
bit when at the top of this fea- 
ture we hinted that DuLong 
caught the big moment from 
her prized position on the side- 
lines. The truth is, DuLong did- 
n't see the sensational punt. 
The reason? Her hands were 
covering her eyes. 

“I never watch the field 
kicks,” jokes DuLong. “I just 
figure that the one time I would 
look, the kicker would miss the 
goal. I definitely wasn’t going 
to watch Vinatieri go for it, not 
with seven seconds to go in the 
game.” 

Covered eyes or not, it 
became instantaneously clear 
to DuLong that Vinatieri’s gift- 
ed foot worked magic and 
scored the Patriots its first 
Super Bow! win. First, there 
was the enormous, deafening 
roar of a thrilled mass of Pats 
fans gone berserk. Secondly, 
there was the glimpse she 
caught of the cheerleader next 
to her. 

“When I finally peeked, I saw 
the cheerleader next to me with 
her arms in the air,” smiles 
DuLong. “She was jumping up 
and down, and that's when I 
knew that we won the Super 
Bowl.”

design, and the plan calls for 
the preservation of almost 60% 
of the approximately 40-acre 
parcel as open space. 

The new plan proposes to 
alter approximately 5,000 
square feet of wetlands to 
accommodate the almost 200 
feet of sewer line and 120 
square feet of roadway and 
associated support work. The 
sewer crossing also alters more 
of the wetlands than the previ- 
ously denied plan. 

“We are proposing to develop 
only 9.6 acres,” Tim Williams, 
of GCG Associates, told the 
commission last Wednesday 


night. 


Approximately 23 acres, 
which includes 12 acres of dry 
land, will be donated to the 
town for open space. 
Stormwater management regu- 
lations and town by-laws have 
been followed. Walking trails 
through the upland and wet- 
lands will be included as part 
of the development. 

Part of the 200-foot crossing 
at Brookfield Estates is 
through a wooded swamp area, 
and the concern is that the dis- 
turbance to the trees will not be 
recoverable. There is an indi- 
cation of a vernal pool in the 
open space area, which the 
commission would like to see 
preserved. 

The commission suggested to 


Mangano that he and his con- 
sultants look at alternatives to 
the crossing. Commission 
members noted that they would 
like to see the crossing be 
placed over the dry portion of 
the parcel, so that the distur- 
bance of the wetlands could be 
avoided. Furthermore, the 
commission asked that the 
advantages and disadvantages 
be drawn in regards to a possi- 
ble septic system for the proj- 
ect. 

The hearing on the matter 
surrounding Brookfield Estates 
was continued to the commis- 
sion’s meeting on Wednesday, 
March 6.

Fortson and in 1995 the Fund's first production "The Yellow Dress" 
started what has turned out to be a national tour. 

The play is presented on both the high school and college level 
and focuses on dating violence. The dramatic one-woman play is 
based on the true stories of young women who were victims of dat- 
ing violence. 

From this start, Deana's Fund and its productions - which now 
include "Remote Control", "Doin' the Right Thing", and "All 
Starz" - is recognized as an "innovative leader ir, developing and 
producing comprehensive educational theater programs on rela- 
tionships for grades kindergarten through 12, colleges, workplaces 
and communities." 

It has been estimated that each year over 120,000 middle, high 
school, and college students see The Yellow Dress and Remote 
Control. 

Quaday noted that word of the play got out and it grew until 
now it "sustains the organization." The five casts, consisting of a 
musician and actress, perform over 250 productions of The Yellow 
Dress throughout the year. 

As the popularity of the show grew, and with the help of groups 
such as the Roy A. Hunt Family Foundation, the Lydia B. Stokes 
Foundation, TJX Foundation, Massachusetts Cultural Council, and 
the State Street Global Advisors, three more shows were devel- 
oped 

The second show, Remote Control, was developed to reach stu- 
dents in the middle school and high school levels. It is described 
as "...a highly interactive format (which) captures the attention of 
middle school audiences. The program explores issues, attitudes, 
beliefs, and incorporates skill building exercises designed to 
encourage healthy decision-making about relationships." 

The four major learning points of the program help students: 

- Identify and understand the early warning signs of abusive 
relationships; 

- Learn how to help a friend who is a victim of abuse or a per- 
petrator - accessing local/school resources; 

- Understand why victims stay in relationships, why it is hard 
to break up, and the prevalence of violent relationships; and 

- What constitutes healthy relationships and friendships?

Born in 1838, he was a ilies 
of Orland, Maine.

“After college he engaged 
in the business of school text- 
books, soon entering into the 
publishing business. His firm 
developed into one consid- 
ered fitted well with Ginn’s 
interests in promoting peace 
since he believed education 
was a key to peace. 

“To a convention of the 
Universal Peace Union in 
1902 he sent a letter in which 
he reportedly said, ‘I intend 
to devote much time and a 
large part of my fortune to 
the educational side of peace 
work? 

“One of his peace efforts, 
undertaken about that time, 
was to publish peace litera- 
ture at a cost. He also pro- 
moted education, born at 
home and in school, ‘for with

The 
research for the show was done 
as part of a project at Lesley 
University. 

DRT uses three characters 
that act out several scenes 
dealing with bullying, abuse, 
and respect. The students in 
the audience are engaged as 
part of an interactive half-hour 
show and discussion with the 
three actors helping students 
process and reinforce the edu- 
cational points in the play. 

The key messages in the 
program are: 

- Defining bullying and gen- 
der harassment;

- Reaching out to friends 
and classmates who are vic- 
tims of bullying and harass- 
ment; 

- Understanding media influ- 
ences on gender roles; 

~ When and how to seek help

The newest production, All 
Starz, was developed with the 
help of students in grades one 
through three at schools in 
Arlington, New Bedford, 
Weymouth and Danvers.

tance of respecting differences; 

- Developing empathy and 
identification with the target; 

- Reaching out to friends

- When and how to seek help 
from caring adults. 

The fact that live produc- 
tions are performed instead of 
placing the shows on video for 
distribution is significant for 
two reasons. First, as Quaday 
notes, "We have the ability to 
fine tune the plays all the 
time." 

As an example of this 
Quaday uses Remote Control 
where a party scene focusing 
on sexual coercion is added for 
the high school age students. 

"Every year we try to re- 
write the scripts," Quaday said. 
“We work with about 32 
actor/educators per year. They 
always have suggestions about 
what we can do with the plays 
to improve them." 

The second reason for live 
productions is the fact that it 
can lead to discussions with the 
student audiences following the 
show. 

"We need to clearly point 
out that just showing a play to 
students will not work without 
a follow-ip curriculum," 
Quaday said. 

The Fund has developed a 
curriculum for teachers to use 
in follow-up discussions on the 

points brought out in the plays. 

This has become such an 
important part of the preven- 
tion work that is the organiza- 
tion's mission that curriculum 

and issue training workshops 
have also been developed. 
There are three separate work- 
shops. 

The first is for parents and 
deals with the subjects of bully- 
ing, dating violence, talking to 
children and teens, and 
Internet safety.

als in the field of child care, 
education and safety. It deals 
with curriculum training, facili- 
tation skills training, classroom 
safety, and issue training on 
bullying, harassment, relation- 
ship violence and other related 
topics.
